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Russia Accuses Nixon Oí 
‘Naked, Aggressive Acts’ 


MOSCOW (AP) — Tass ac­ 
cused Presiden Nixon today of 
“naked aggressive acts’’ and 
violating international law in 
his actions against North Viet­ 
nam:— and conceivably against 
Soviet shipping. 
At the same time, North Viet­ 
nam. and the Viet Cong spoke 
defiantly of what they called an 
ultimatum. 
The Soviet news agency 'Tass 
distributed a six-paragraph dis­

It 
said “Nixon has tried to justify 
these naked aggressive acts, 
which mean an aggravation of 
American interference in Viet­ 
nam and the violation' of norms 
of international law, as saving 
the lives of 60,000 American sol­ 
diers.” 
Tass said Nixon also blamed 
“a Communist threat to South 
Vietnam” for the actions, add­ 
ing such a threat “is used by 
American propaganda to justify 
the acts of escalation, of war 
against the Vietnam people.” 
Tass said Nixon promised the 
'United States, wants to end the 
war and take its troops home, 
“but the practical steps as well 
as 
the 
measures 
announced 
speak to the contrary.” 
The dispatch noted the Presi­ 
dent’s assurances 'that Ms deci­ 
sions were not aimed at any 
third country. WMle the Presi­ 
dent pointedly directed his re­ 
marks to the Soviet Union, 
Tass made no mention of spe­ 
cific references to the Soviet 
Union in 'the speech. 
The Tass report contained no 
Indication of what the Soviet re­ 
sponse would be to the direct 
challenge posed to the Kremlin 
by Nixon’s decisions.

The Viet Cong delegation to 
the Paris peace talks called on 
the President to “immediately 
halt all of his acts of war ... 
and engage in serious negotia­ 
tions.” 
In the first official reaction 
from. Hanoi on the President’s 
speech announcing the mining 
of North Vietnamese ports, a 
spokesman for the North. Viet­ 
namese delegation to the talks 
said in Paris: 
“As. long as the Nixon admin­ 
istration continues its aggres­ 
sion in Vietnam, pursues its 
policy of (Vi.etna'm.tzati'on., of the 
war and continues escalating 
the war against the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam., the entire 
Vietnamese people, united as a 
single man, are resolved to 
pursue their struggle of resist­ 
ance until obtaining their fun­ 
damental objectives: independ­ 
ence, freedom and peace.”

Pro Athletes 
Should Be 
Exempt: Garvey

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pro­ 
fessional athletes have such, a 
short time to make money 'that 
they should be exempted from 
wage controls, Ed Garvey said 
today. 
Garvey, executive director of 
the National Football League 
Players’ Association, was the 
opening 
witness 
as the 
Pay 
Board 
considered 
a proposal 
that would. Garvey said in pre­ 
pared testimony, cripple a. pro 
athlete’s earning power. 
“The average career life of a 
pro 
football 
player 
is 
4.5 
years,” 
he 
said. 
‘‘Baseball 
players have about the same 
length career, hockey players 
last a little longer and basket- 
all players play the longest, 
about six years.” 
Also scheduled to testify were 
Lawrence 
Fleischer, 
general 
counsel of the National Basket­ 
ball Association Players’ Asso­ 
ciation; Joseph Dey of the pro­ 
fessional Golfers’ Association; 
Marvin Miller' executive direc­ 
tor, Baseball Players’ Associ­ 
ation, and Sa.mlo.rd Wolff of the 
American Federation of Tele­ 
vision and Radio Artists (AF- 
TRA). 
A former member of the Pay 
Board, Robert Bassett, 
made 
the proposal in a closed-door 
session in March. Since then, 
the board has been .revamped, 
Under Bassett’s proposal, 'box­ 
ers, golfers, auto racers, ten­ 
nis players and others whose 
earnings are measured by indi­ 
vidual winning or losing or by a 
percentage of the “gate” are 
exempt from the 5.5 per cent 
guidelines. 
For team players, the propos­ 
al would limit the average of 
all salaries paid by a team or 
league to 5.5 per cent above the 
highest level for any one of the 
preceding seven years. 
Allowing owners to begin at 
the highest salary level of the 
last seven years, rather than 
limiting; them to last year’s lev­ 
el plus 5.5 per cent, would, ease 
the pinch on teams who have 
been losers in recent years or 
have a young team. 
As with other kinds of em­ 
ployes, 
team-sport 
players 
wouldn’t find individual raises 
hold to 5.5 per cent. Owners 
could choose to spread a 5.5- 
per-cent raise over an entire 
team or portion of a team, de­ 
pending on custom and choke. 
The 
players' 
associations, 
however, argue that that would 
cause a morale problem. They 
say a big raise to one player 
would mean someone else on 
the team would have to suffer 
in order to meet the 5.5-percent 
limit. 
A staff paper prepared by the 
Office of Economic Policy and 
Case Analysis sided with the 
players’ representatives in op­ 
posing the proposal.

There are those doubting church mem­ 
bers in every denomination who claim 
they cannot afford to tithe their income. 
Ft. G. LeToumeau of heavy equipment 
fame, before his death, told how during 
the depression in the late twenties he 
found himself broke and heavy in debt. 
He became spiritually disturbed, as there 
seemed no way out. He had made a 
pledge to his church. When he was faced 
with the pledge, he took it along with 
his other overwhelming debts and told 
God, "Help me.” God’s reply to Bob Le- 
Tourneau was, “Begin by paying your 
pledge to me.” 
"That night I fought the most de­ 
cisive battle of my life,” said R. G. Le­ 
Toumeau. But God won the battle, as 
the businessman promised God that he 
would faithfully tithe all his income. 
And LeTourneau so honored and blessed 
the Lord that more than ninety per cent 
of his income was given to God's services. 
It takes faith on the part of a strug­ 
gling businessman to make the commit­ 
ment to tithe. But I have yet to hear of 
a man or woman performing the experi­ 
ment for any length of time who lived to 
regret it. But I’ve heard hundreds testify 
to the blessing of giving God one-tenth 
of all their earnings or profits. 
How much of your income is invested 
in the Lord’s work. Does your church re­ 
ceive of your finances on a regular basis? 
If every one in your church gave finan­ 
cially as you do, where would your 
church be? Are you practicing the Scrip­ 
tural method of financing the work of 
the church?

two-hour 
drama seemed to be a delayed 
emotional reaction to the hor­ 
ror of atomic power, the di­ 
lemma of the wartime scien­ 
tists who created it and, the al­ 
most hysterial fear of commu­ 
nism 
during the late 1940s. It 
was 
the 
story of 
an 
in­ 
trospective, pipe-puffing scien­ 
tist, whose personal life was as 
mixed up as were his emotions 
about the use of the killer-bomb 
he helped create. 
The play made its point early 
and then wandered on for much 
too 
long, 
heaping 
flashback 
upon 
flashback, 
caricature 
upon 
caricature in 
confusing 
abundance. 
The acting, how­ 
ever, was great. Stacy Keach 
was utterly convincing as the 
remote and idealistic physicist 
confronted with an inquiry into 
his security clearance. 
Mandel’s script appeared to 
be more preachment than dra­ 
ma,. more emotional than philo­ 
sophical. It also had the advan­ 
tages of more than two decades 
of hindsight. 
Still for the serious-minded 
viewer, it wras stimulating to be 
confronted with characters and 
ideas with which one could 
agree 
or 
disagree 
violently. 
Several more original dramas 
are coming along in the PBC 
summer schedule, a welcome 
interuption of the commercial 
networks’ diet of reruns. 
In ABC’s half-hour special, 
“The Masks We Wear,” Harry 
Reasoner and company took off 
on a light-hearted, optimistic 
investigation designed 
to ex­
